All mail arrangenients have been turned 
topsy-turvy.- Whose convenience was con- 
sulted in the matter, who suggested or Avho 
authorised the change, are questions to 
which no one can give an answer in the 
meantime. ■ The first intimation we in 
Cromwell had of the matter was tlmt on 
Friday last we had no mail. Since then 
•we have heM in an entire state of duliions- 
ness as to when eur mails were coniing. 
where they were, or what had become of 
them. The mail which shoul'i arrive at 
Clyde on Saturday evening, irad which we 
ahonld have got on Monday morning, only 
arrives here this morning. Until some- 
thing more satisfactory is heaixl as to the 
reason of the changes, and more <'onve- 
nient arrangements are made for bringing 
on the Saturday night's 'mail either that 
ovening or on Sunday, the public here are 
inclined to look with disfavour on the pre- 
■sent arrangements. By tlm Queenstown 
paper we notice that the feeling there is 
also at present one of disfavour, for a in ail 
which closes on the Saturday night does 
not leave until Monday morning. Appa- 
rently, by what we can gather from clown- 
country papers, five mails a week'' are to 
srrive at Clyde, — three by way of Law- 
rence, and two by way of Naseby. Surel.v, 
if this is the case, further arrangements 
will be made to allow Cromwell, Arrow, 
and Queenstown to pavticipfito in tlie 
benefit of such extra postal conimnnica- 
tions.

For lome time previous' to the meeting, it 
ytt» feared thet the races of 1874 were going 
to prove faffnim a success.

So far as regards weather, the meeting was 
particularly fortunate. Tuesday was a day of 
racing days, and was the most enjoyable day 
we ever remember to have spent on the 
Cromwell Course. There was an entire ab- 
sence of dust, which generally proves so un- 
mitigated a nuisance ; and if the sun was a 
little warm,' ehelter in the booth could be

■weather, therefore, the meeting of 1874 was 
•peenliariy fortunate i and ai linnest racing 
was the unbroken rule, there is no wonder 
that the races were enjr^tble. In the words 
of one of thehonkmakers who paid us a visit, 
we had none of the “ Mabel waltz” business 
Everv race was run thoroughly on its merits, 
bevond a shadow of a doubt. Brunette’s 
victories were thornu.ghlv popular, and her 
• owner certainly deserved to win, for he 
brought the til are out in magnificent condi- 
tion, It is an old saying that “ blood will 
tell.” and Bninette’a victories are another 
instance of its truth. Except Pickpocket, 
■perhaps, none of the animals can lay the re- 
motost claim to being eonti'ered racehorses. 

The attendance on the first day, even, was 
h.ardlv up to the aTerage. while on the second 
■dav it, was verv poor. The police most reli- 
giously set their faces agninst sll the usual 
nscecoursa " swindles.” The U and 0 was 
never attempted ; and an old gentleman who 
had brought up a large stock of pipes and 
jewellery all the way from 'Dunedin, and who 
made an endeavonr to get rid of them by a 
famnualv got-np wheel of fortune, was 
•doomed to d'isappfiintment. and had to de- 
sist, cursing his luck and the strictness of the 
police in one breath. .Another individual, 
who lured the public to invest their shillings 
in trying to knock over a couple of pins with 
U wooden ball, answered the police that his 
was a g’lme of skill, not of chance ; but the 
hearts of the guardians of the peace and 
morals ot the community were hard, and 
their feelings too obdurate to be worked 
upon. It was a new feature to see upim & 
racecourse no “ small game” of any kind ; 
and it certainly was as welcome and pleas- 
ing ns it was new', The police are deserving 
tif all praine'for their action in this particular, 
Mr B. E. Dagg, of the CIntlia Hotel, was 
the mrohaser of the Grand Stand and Booth, 
and did a very payable trade. The amount 
of lemonade that was consumed must have 
been something extraordinary. And another 
new foaturewaa the absence of drunkenness 
there was not a decently drunk man to be 
seen on either day. The fruit stalls also did 
a great business, and Mr Feraud, at least, 
had no occasion to repent of giving £4 for 
right tn sell. 

All the arrangements of the meeting were 
■carried oiit- ’u first-class stvle, The races 
were rnu off at decent intervals. On the 
first dav, Uve last event was over before 6.3(j. 
and had it not been for the long delay which 
ocenrred before the starting of the Jockey 
Club Handicap on the second day,- a like 
eeriy ennolusinn would have been to be

Brunette and Ka'hleeu were much fancied 
for this event, while of the others Pickpocket 
had many admirers, and Little Hawea was 
thought to be "in it.”
